LOUIS PASTEUR, an eminent chemist 
of Paris, determined, about five years 
ago, to find a remedy for, perhaps, the 
most dreaded of all diseases. He had 
previously discovered a method of in- 
oculation 
which 
prevented 
splenic 
fever in cattle and sheep, and experi- 
mented in the expectation of making 
the great discovery that hydrophobia 
could be prevented by inoculation with 
the virus of rabies. In October last, 
Pasteur announced that by the means 
stated hydrophobia was preventibie in 
human beings. 
Previously, in June, 
1884, he had published the success of 
his plan m the treatment of dogs bitten 
or scratched by mad animals. At the 
present time M. Pasteur has more tlian 
seventy persons under his care. 
They 
are both male and female, and of all ages, 
ranging from infancy to an advanced 
period of life. The French govern- 
ment has placed the Hotel Dieu Hos- 
pital at Pasteur's disposal for patients 
whose wounds require dressing. 
Moat 
patients live near his laboratory and 
call to be inoculated as often as need 
be. The discoverer of what promises to 
prove a great' boon to mankind, is 
neither a surgeon nor physician, and 
employes a surgeon to operate under 
his instructions. M. Pasteur is a native 
of Dole, in the Jura, and is about 60 
years oi' age. Be is an honorary Fel- 
low of the Royal Society of London, 
and is personally well-known to En- 
glish men of science. Perhaps the 
best way of stating his methods of 
procedure in the miitter which gives 
h i m notoriety throughout t h e world, is 
to give a translation of what he himself 
said of it in a recent interview: "I first 
take the poison from the brain of a mad 
dog. 
With this 1 vaccinate a rabbit, 
which will die within fourteen days, 
and this gives the poison for a second 
one, which is vaccinated the same waj. 
I continue this practice until I have 
reached the twentieth or twentj-fifth. 
From there up to the fiftieth the rab- 
bit will die in eight days, and after the 
fiftieth the animal will become mad 
within seven days. 
This procedure 
enables me to de .ermine the most im- 
portant 
feature of the treatment, 
namely; the duration of the period of 
incubation. 
There were people who 
were afflicted with the fatal disease 
several years after the accident, while 
others died after a few weeks."

Gives a Clue t o a Very 
Slick Burglary. 


Superintendent P. S. O'Rourke wae 
at Grand Bapids yesterday and his visit 
may be of interest in view of a queer 
case that sharp detectives are now work- 
ing on. 
Last summer a series of burg- 
laries were committed at Grand Bapids, 
and among others Enos Putnam waa 
touched for a 1.000 mile ticket on the 
Qrand Bapids and Indiana railroad, A 
few days ago Mr. PutnamB ticket was 
presented 
by a traveling man and 
promptly taken up. 
The matter receiv- 
ed immediate attention by the proper 
authorities at Grand Bapids, and the 
traveling man was brought before Super- 
intendent Perry and closely questioned. 
It appears that he had obtained the tick 
et from a ticket 
broker 
located 
in 
that 
city. 
The ticket 
broker 
was next seen by Superintendent Perry 
and later by >Ir. Putman. 
The broker 
says that August 13 he received a com- 
munication from St. Paul, Minn., in 
which a broker of that city asked the 
Grand Bapids man's figures per mile for 
a 1,000-mile ticket on the Grand Rapids 
and Indiana railroad. 
The ticket was 
purchased. 
When it arrived the broker 
was somewhat surprised to find that 
Enos Putman's name was upon the 
ticket. He considered it strange that a 
man of Mr. Putman's financial standing 
would sell a 1,000-mile 
ticket, but 
thought it must be all right, since t ck- 
ets of that kind as well as others are a 
mercantile 
commodity among 
ticket 
brokers. 
For this reason the article was 
disposed of at the first opportunity. 
Both the traveling man, who is from 
Fort Wayne, and the broker are thor- 
oughly exonerated from any guilt by 
Superintendent Perry and Mr, Putman. 
The authorities are now in correspond- 
ence with the broker at St. Paul in the 
hope of ascertaining from whom the 
ticket waa purchased there. 


A S A D SUICIDE. 


Mrs. Clmrles Brinsley Pitches 
Herself Headforemost Into 
a Deep WeU. 


Mrs. Charley Brinsley, who lives on 
West JeflFerson street opposite the public 
school, has been ill for some time past 
from typhoid fever. The disease had 
spent its fury but unbalanced the lady's 
mind. Her husband, an engineer OH 
the Wabash, engaged two housemaids 
to care for and watch his wife. 
Last 
night she sent one of the servants to Dr. 
Gard's oflSce for medicine and while the 
other maid nursed the babe, Mrs. Brins- 
ley slipped out the back door, almost 
nude, and plunged headlong down an 
open well, some eighteen feet deep. 


The servant summoned the neighbors 
who for an hour and a half searched the 
premises and neighborhood, supposing 
Mrs. Brinsley had wandered away. Cap- 
tain Diehl and Lieut. Wilkinson were 
summoned and lowered a torch into the 
black well. Tbe light disclosed a fright- 
ful spectacle. Mrs. Brinsley lay life- 
less in the bottom of the well her 
heed 
and body under water. The 
police chieftans lowered a rope and slip- 
ping the noose over her feet pulled the 
body to the surface and carried it to the 
house. 
The scene waa heartrending. 
The husband waa stricken with sorrow 
and two little children, one a babe and 
the other older, clinging to his arms. 
Strong hearts wei e moved to pity and 
eyes were moistened. 


Mrs. Brinsley was the first and di- 
vorced wife of Dr. J. W. Younge, the

EXPERIMENTS lately made in London 
to de'ermine the number of animal or- 
ganisms in the drinking-water used in 
that city have 
produced 
interesting, 
not to say alarming, 
results. 
It was 
learned that in water taken from the 
Thames Eiver no less than 1.500 micro- 
organisms existed to tne cubic 
centi- 
metre. The West Middlesex water con- 
tains not quite so much 
animal life. 
That taken from chalk wells is worse. 
It is not assured that 
these micro-or- 
ganisms are fatal, but there is at least 
a suspicion in the case. 
TJie inference 
is that the fewer the organisms the less 
chance there is that some of them are 
of a dangerous type. 
When they rise 
above a certain number there is a pos- 
sibility tbat some of them are the ver- 
itable germs of zymotic disease. 
Two 
methods of testing water are now ap- 
plied—one the detection of organisms 
by the use of gelatine and a process of 
"cultivation," the other by determining 
huw much oxygen the water will con- 
sume. 
The oxygen test is considered 
a particularly good one, as animal 1 fe 
requires oxygen while vegetable matter 
yields up that gas. 
The examinations 
made are at least interesting, and it is 
perhaps in this field that we shall find 
some day the source of many dreaded 
diseases.
